Canterbury, safe say that the state Con- 
necticut has few less promising agricultural sections than the 
neck woods where Malcolm Wibberley building 
dairy herd and wresting living from one time abandoned 
farm. Farm homes are few that particular district and 
there’s reason. The land rough, most forested 
and the cleared land only cleared trees—rock ledges 
offering insurmountable obstacles any but the stoutest 
hearted farmer. 

Any city chap who figures that the hardy spirit the 
early pioneers dead, should visit the Wibberley Farm. 
The road long and rough and narrow and the farm itself 
anything but pretentious. this farm, however, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wibberley are making living for themselves and 
five small children; and the dairy herd, although small, 
distinct credit Windham County’s dairy industry. 

Mr. Wibberley didn’t start out farmer. was 
born the farm now operates but early decided that 
wanted electrical engineer and went Yale 
where was graduated the electrical 
graduation went Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, where 
worked for year the big Westinghouse plant. Life 
the city didn’t appeal him and spite the unprom- 
ising outlook the home farm longed for the country. 
returned the home farm for one season’s work, then 
spent year work dairy and fruit farm New Hamp- 
shire. Then, the spring 1916 entered the employ 
Moore, one the leading breeders Guernsey 
cattle the country, superintendent Moorland Farm, 
near New Britain. 

was the Moore Farm that discovered just where 
the big mistake had been made the home farm—it was 
the quality the dairy cows. became interested 
pure bred cattle and studied them intensely. His father had 
abandoned the home place and was ready turn over 
the son. After three years with Mr. Moore, Wibberley 
felt sufficiently confident make attempt running 
farm his own. 

good testimonial the quality his work for Mr. 
Moore New Britain the fact that when embarked 
the new enterprise his former employer made him 
present imported Guernsey bull. With this bull and 
grade cows started his dairy business the home 
farm which had not been worked for several years. the 
former fertility the land had been depleted, pasture 
largely grown brush, buildings ill-fitted for dairying 
high standard, and capital very limited, was indeed 
formidable venture. 

From the first has planned gradually work into pure 
breds, therefore, soon opportunity came, Wibberley 
bought registered Guernsey cow. She now has two daugh- 
ters the imported bull, with good luck Wibberley 
should few years well along the way toward the goal 
pure bred herd. But most the calves raised have been 
grades, and their improvement over their dams striking 
proof the value well selected, pure bred bulls. The 
Windham County Farmers’ Association now engaged 
campaign replace all scrub bulls the county with 
good pure breds. visit the Wibberley farm ought 
convince the most skeptical the importance this move- 
ment.

Much fruit not otherwise readily marketable made 
up, with Mrs. Wibberley’s help, into apple jelly, which, 
put neat, labeled packages, finds ready sale among 
the cream customers. 

The first five years must have been hard sledding but 
show for them, Mr. Wibberley now has excellent though 
small herd cows, the buildings have been repaired, now 
has plenty silage and cut three crops alfalfa from 
one small field last season. With better feed his cream sales

FITTING CATTLE FOR SALES 
Show Them Their Best

ability sell cattle successfully one the most im- 
portant qualifications for breeder pure bred live 
stock. The success public private sale depends 
considerable extent the appearance the animals offered 
for sale. Buyers will always pay liberally for the extra ex- 
pense feed and labor condition and fit animals properly. 
Feeding the animals put them the proper condition 
important part the fitting process. high condition 
flesh not desirable dairy animal, neither ex- 
tremely low condition wanted. Feeds that will bring out 
desirable condition the hair and skin should also used. 
ration which will produce this desired condition animals 
average flesh from four six weeks, consists of: three 
parts bran, three parts oats, three parts corn, and one 
part oil animals poor flesh ration composed 
five parts corn, five parts oats, and one part oil 
meal should fed. the skin and hair continue remain 
rough, more oil meal should fed. 

Clipping important operation connection with the 
fitting process improving the form sale animals. 
should done some time advance allow the hair 
grow out that recent clipping will not noticeable. 
one becomes expert with the clipper, the form ani- 
mal can greatly improved. Every herdsman has cer- 
tain method clipping his cattle. The following method 
often employed. Starting the tail about six inches from 
the end the tail bone, clip upward running out smooth 
around the tail head. The under side the body clipped 
close except the milk veins where the hair may little 
longer increases their apparent size. Carry the clip- 
ping out the side the body that when finished the 
blending point the hair will just little bit below line 
the level with the flank. the hair rough about the 
hocks may taken off, but smooth best not clip 


Next clip the neck, hiding the clipping line the junction 
the neck and shoulder, clipping the poll the head, 
around the ears, under the jaws and the eyes. Clip 
inside and outside the ears also. clipping around the 
base the horn well remember that part the hair 
left will cover rough places which are difficult get 
scraping. 

The animals should thoroughly washed with soap and 
warm water immediately after clipping. The vigorous use 
scrubbing brush will help remove all dandruff and ex- 
cess dirt. This should repeated its close, just before 
showing. Any white parts which become yellow may 
bleached means peroxide hydrogen bluing. 

After washing, the animals should blanketed. This 
done for several reasons; first, keep the animal clean; 
second, sweat the hide obtain condition and quality; 
third, shed the dead hair; fourth make lay straight, 
and fifth, give the hair silky appearance. accomplish 
the first purpose light blanket will sufficient, but the 
animal hidebound heavy blanket required induce 
sweating. 

Animals should curried and brushed least day 
during the fitting period, and more often time permits. 
Currying essential fitting takes out the dirt and 
scurf, increases the action the skin opening the pores, 
brings out the oil, and smooths the hair. Use soft brush 
the process rather than currycomb. Coarse sandpaper

nailed block and used the hair, rubbing with the 
grain pulls out loose and dead hair, and also trains the hair 
lie down smoothly. After brushing, over the animal 
with flannel cloth dampened with olive oil. 

Nothing adds more attractiveness the head animal 
than pair well polished horns. little labor will accom- 
plish wonders. The outer part the horn, scratches and 
nicks are removed with medium rasp. complete the 
operation fine rasp steel scraper can used advantage. 
place the steel scraper broken glass will serve the pur- 
pose handled with care. The scraping continued until 
all scratches, grooves, and light places are removed. The 
scraping should done lengthwise and long strokes made 
order that the tapering gradual. Coarse emery paper 
next used, first rubbed round the horn and then finally length- 
wise. polish made mixing powdered pumice 
stone with sweet oil into creamy paste. This applied 
hand with cloth and rubbed for time. Then the horn 
finally polished with flannel cloth. Tripoli powder and 
sweet oil considered better final polish than pumice al- 
though little cifference can noted. The polish should 
applied just shortly before entering the sale ring. 

the hoofs have grown out rather long, they can pinched 
off with pair pinchers. The wall and sole then trimmed 
off give the proper shape the hoof. The sole must also 
trimmed off that the animal will stand square and 
the same time the halves will not pinch together when the 
animal standing. The wall should cleaned and rasped. 
the hoof light colored will take fine finish polished, 
thus adding somewhat the appearance the animal. 

the skin hidebound and the feeding extra quantities 
oil meal insufficient loosen up, buttermilk baths 
vaseline rubs would aid this respect. The buttermilk 
applied and allowed dry before being curried out. Just 
before the sale smooth the hair and give silky and 
shiny appearance, oil emulsion may well applied the 
coat. good emulsion consists equal parts sweet oil, 
glycerine, and alcohol. small amount this rubbed 
with flannel and then hand massage until the desired stage 
gloss reached. 

tail should washed each time that the entire 
animal treated. The day before the sale should 
washed and bleached with bluing light color and then braid- 
into from three five small braids and left that way over 
night. The day the sale open the braids and brush out 
the tail, thus giving clean, fluffy appearance. 

watering the animals before going into the sale ring the 
capacity the middle can shown advantage. Give 
the horns final polish and wipe off the hair with flannel 
cloth dampened with the oil emulsion previously referred to. 
Comb out the tail give fluffy appearance. 

Watch the animals the sales which you attend this 
year. Often enough, you will see individual sell for less 
than she really worth, just because her appearance against 
her. less profitable up” animals consigned 
sales than spend time fitting the show herd. Be- 
sides, well-dressed animals are advertisement for your 
herd. The same treatment and care described the fore- 
going article will applicable the preparation the show 
herd.

Chapter III. 


The Economics Dairying 


LARSON, Chief the Dairy Division 


PRICES indicate much the industry, and encourag- 
ing see that the farm price milk has increased 
little over forty cents per hundred during the past year, 
going from $2.22 per hundred average price $2.65, 
equal increase about twenty per cent. Butter has 
increased from 40.73 per cent. per pound 46.85 cents, mak- 
ing also increase about fifteen per cent., while cheese has 
increased from 22.3 25.17, over twelve per cent. 

The story consumption most encouraging. has 
recent years been thoroughly demonstrated how vital dairy 
products are the nourishment our people. They are 
realizing this fact more and more with the result that each 
one consuming more dairy products. Production 
figures for the past year have not all been computed, but 
indications are that had increase consumption 
each the various dairy products over 1922, while that 
year there was material increasein milk, butter, cheese, 
condensed milk and ice cream for each person the United 
States above that consumed the previous year. The in- 
crease consumption whole milk most remarkable. 
survey made the Department, covering the last seven 
years shows increase seventeen per cent. the milk 
consumed the cities. The consumption butter was 
greatly decreased during the war, were some other products. 
recovery from such decrease comes slowly, still there has 
been regular and steady increase the consumption 
butter during the last several years. Cheese, the other 
hand, has made little progress, fact are consuming less 
cheese per person than before the war. Condensed milk and 
ice cream are both the increase per capita consumption. 
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have discussed briefly production, international trade, 
prices, and consumption dairy products, and this naturally 
leads discussion that many people seem delight 
indulge in; namely, prediction what pur- 
pose attempt present the facts they exist, and then 
leave the predicting for each one you. History, course, 
the best basis for estimating what will happen the 
future, and the more thorough the consideration the 
various factors involved the development the industry, 
the greater are the chances for the predictions being accurate. 

The chief cause the present unsatisfactory situation 
agricultural production seems pretty generally agreed 
With the present restricted outlet have overpro- 
duction some farm products. Naturally dairymen are 


concerned that the sale situation shall not confront their 
industry. Apparent overproduction other products and 
the result that has followed naturally turn our attention 
types agriculture that are relatively better position, 
and one that and has been relatively stable over great 
many years. Dairy production and prices dairy products 
have not fluctuated much any time. Because the farmers 
who are milking cows have been relatively better off than 
other and because the regular steady income, 
bankers and others interested the com- 
munities have seen the advantage dairying. Much 
being said and written encourage diversification which 
many localities has meant dairy cows. 

Our concern, therefore, whether the result this propa- 
ganda and general stimulation will result overproduction 
the near future. Many factors must considered our 
predictions along this line. the first place will well 
consider the factors that tend prevent rapid increase 
production, and second the actual possibilities for increase. 
must admitted the outset that dairying stable 
type agriculture and therefore has this one advantage. 
requires work throughout the year, which has advantages 
though may also have its disadvantages. The constant 
attention feeding, milking, and caring for the herd every 
day the year does not tend encourage new producers, 
but this labor can paid for reasonable rate and 
done addition the other farm work offers oppor- 
tunity for added income. 

one-crop farming not difficult change from one 
crop another and this can done short 
this shifting, however, done large percentage the 
producers one crop, immediate effect seen upon the 
supply. With dairying, however, have quite different 
situation. the first place, large percentage our farmers 
are not milk and care for cows twice day 365 
days year, except when prospects for profit are excep- 
tionally good. When some other type farming which does 
not require this attention presents itself there natural 
shifting away from the cows. the extent that these cows 
are slaughtered this factor holding down expansion 
dairy production. When the production crops other 
products are relatively more advantageous there tendency 
keep less the young stock. Our herds are maintained 
increased the young stock that come along. This 
factor that has marked influence upon the possibility 
future production. 


the other hand when dairying would stimulated 
better prices, the young cows are not available because the 
young stock has not been kept. With all the attempts 
stimulating dairying during the last five years not million 
dairy cows have been added the herds this country. The 
increase that period has only been about four per cent. 
from 23,722,000 1920 24,675,000, January 1924. 
Our dairy-cow population has not kept pace with our human 
population. 1890 had 264 cows per thousand persons 
the United States. This has gradually gone down until 
the present time have 221 decrease forty-three 
per thousand persons since Even during the past year 
1923 with all the stimulation and propaganda for dairying 
dropped from 222 221 cows per thousand population. 

natural ask how with this relatively slow increase 
number cows and production have had enough 
product supply this very large increase consumption 
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that know has taken place during the last five six years 
this country. There has been some increase produc- 
tion due larger number cows and better feeding 
more has been produced per animal general, but very 
great factor this situation that trade dairy products. 
The United States not now large exporter importer 
dairy products has already been pointed out, but 
recall the tremendous change trade that has taken place 
since 1919, this will largely accounted for. that year 
our net exports required their making 2,644,000,000 pounds 
milk, while during the year 1923 had net import that 
required 477,000,000 pounds milk make. have 
therefore gone from large export considerable import. 
The sum these two figures, 3,121,000,000 pounds, there- 
fore represents the increase our supply for consumption 
and have consumed all this which equal all milk 
used for cheese the United States, all the milk used 
make condensed milk, ten times the quantity used milk 
powder, over twelve per cent. all the milk used make 
creamery butter this country. When consider our 
present trade, which proportion the amount produce 
not great, and realized that this enormous change 
has taken place six years, shows what the situation would 
have been without increased consumption per person this 
country. This tremendous addition our supply for 
consumption, and without stimulating consumption during 
the last five six years would have had serious time 
this industry. 


BALANCE ‘OF TRADE DAIRY PRODUCTS 
(IN TERMS MILK) 
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The increase population this country presents another 


important matter for consideration. While our great shift 
from large exporting nation dairy products the seven- 
ties, eighties, and nineties importing nation just before 
the war, our population was rapidly expanding through im- 
migration. About half the number our present popula- 
tion came from foreign countries during that time. 
Now have not the exports turn nor have great 
influx foreign population. 

Our cows are improving slowly has already been pointed 
out, but must noted that our cows which are now listed 
milk cows, have large part been developed from an- 
centry primarily intended for beef. Millions our cows 
the Middle West especially, now listed milk cows, would 
under conditions decreased demand not used for milk. 
The addition many these naturally tends keep the 
average production down. Nevertheless, have had 


spite the decrease the number cows per thousand 
person, sufficient increase the average production per cow 
little more than supply the same amount milk per 
person that had twenty-five years ago. During the last 
twenty-five years have increased our production milk 
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per person this country about sixty pounds year. This 
about eight per cent. Increases production have been 
slow this country and our population now increasing 
slowly. Our increase consumption must therefore large- 
accounted for the change foreign trade dairy 
products. may interesting this connection and 
doubt enlightening many you who have not given the 
matter consideration, that the possibilities for increasing 
production are much less than most persons realize. With 
crops and some forms livestock possible increase 
many fold year, but this not true dairy cows. Sup- 
pose one you interested establishing dairying some 
new section. You have decided the thing diversify 
and you are going into the dairy business. Suppose, for 
example then that you buy 100 cows from some other locality, 
ship them your farm, and start the dairy business. 
the first place you must realize that for the whole country, 
this decision your part entering into the dairy business 
does not increase the total production the country. 
may mean decrease unless you are able well with 
the cows was done their former location. does not 
increase our production for the country for one community 
into the dairy business. But, let see what the pos- 
sibilities are for this new dairyman the new community. 
With dairy cows long time required get under way. 
general statement may said that for this farmer with 
his hundred head cows milk the beginning 1924, 
will very well has 200 cows milk 1932. 
other words, one would have splendid success could 
double his herd milk cows seven eight years. Tosome 
who are acquainted with the development creameries 
other receiving points for milk and cream, will appear that 
this can not the case because production has increased more 
rapidly than indicated here, but must borne mind 
that farm butter far exceeded factory butter ten years 
ago, and that where rapid progress has been made the de- 
velopment the creamery business certain community 
was brought about shifting from farm butter factory, 
the milking cows that were formerly not milked. 

The average annual mortality our milk cows the num- 
ber that drop out for one reason another about eighteen 
per cent., that the farmer have just spoken of, who 
bought one hundred cows this year, would only have eighty- 
two begin the next year and only sixty-six the begin-

Chapter Feed, Care, and Management the Bull 
McLEAN 


bull the one great breeding force for improvement 
the herd. Every time one buys bull one tries buy 
excellent one. One is, therefore, vitally interested 
making the best him and getting the greatest use him 
for extended period time. The bull should not ne- 
glected, housing, feeding, care, handling. 

YOUNG BULLS: Until they are six months old young 
bulls may run with the heifers and will receive essentially the 
same care and feeding. about that age they should 
separated avoid any chance spoiling the occasional 
precocious heifer that might breed early six months. 

From six months the young bull should well fed 
keep him growing constantly. While not desirable 
fatten him good condition always preferable. little 
skim milk until nearly year old will greatly promote 
growth though not absolute necessity. Give him 
liberal supply fresh, green alfalfa clover hay and until 
year old, with nearly much grain will eat 
twice day, using mixture one part cracked corn (corn 
meal hominy feed); ground crushed oats, one part; 
wheat bran, one part; and linseed oil meal, one-half part. 
Some silage may used but only moderate quantities. 

Fresh, clean, pure water important and possible should 
before the bull all times. not advisable turn 
young bulls pasture though they may wisely graze 
well fenced paddock. 

Exercise very important. bull should not tied 
stall where has freedom, but should have box stall 
with constant access good-sized, well fenced paddock. 

young bull may used breed sparingly, depending 
his development, the time ten months old. But 
should used very lightly until nearly two years 
old—otherwise his development will arrested his 
span usefulness shortened. the bull being used 
one year must fed very liberally and exercised regularly. 

MATURE BULLS: Bulls three years over, fed good 
legume hay, some succulence, and are properly housed and 
exercised, will breed herd twenty thirty cows 
year without much grain. But bull used upwards 
forty cows year should fed from three eight 
pounds per day grain, depending the size the herd. 
That mixture may equal parts ground corn, ground oats, 
and wheat bran with one-half part linseed oil meal, 
equal part gluten feed. 

HOUSING AND EXERCISE: box stall essential for 
the bull. Some have arranged the cow barn but the bull 
will healthier and more active has special shed built 
for him, opening the protected side into fair-sized pad- 
dock. Such arrangement gets him away from the warmth 
the dairy barn, assures fresh air, and exercise and these 
things are required maintain his vigor. The door from the 
box stall into the yard need never closed except the 
coldest nights severe winter weather. 

Such housing with paddock arrangement fair assur- 
ance exercise, and exercise very important. Exercise 
keeps down weight, maintains strength, health, vigor and 
activity and makes for longer term reliability sire. 
However, old bulls are not likely take sufficient exercise 
even paddock. young bull may placed the 
paddock with the older bull both will take more exercise. 
Some men break their bulls the yoke and work them for 
exercise. This good practice. Others use them the 
tread mill. Both these insure more exercise than does 


the cable the sweep and any one these other methods 
are much better than close confinement tie stall 
small pen. 

CARE WITH BULLS: Every year, because thought 
lessness carelessness, some men are killed bulls. And 
usually the safe bull that does the man 
working with cattle should always remember that all bulls 
are dangerous, and that care and thought must exercised 
working about them. Always play safe working with 
bulls. Always ring bull when about one year old. 
For the first year use small ring and later put large 
one. not leave small ring mature bull; unsafe. 
Always use staff (the best none too good) handling 
bull two years old over—it better than life insurance. 
bull not dehorned until mature shows vicious- 
ness the dehorning will greatly subdue him—and does not 
lessen his vigor vitality. Remember dehorned bull 
still bull, and must handled with care. 

HIS FEET: Frequently the bulls feet become long and 
unshapen. Such feet are likely become infected in- 
flamed, and not infrequently cause much pain that the 
bull useless. This condition should avoided. Keep the 
bulls feet trimmed, using chisel, hoof knife, and rasp. 
not easy job but the animal accustomed hand- 
ling from his youth not serious undertaking.

IFTY-EIGHT Guernsey breeders and thirty-four pure 

bred sires with good records behind them were added 
the ranks the Island breed, result the pure bred 
dairy sire campaign conducted Snohomish County, 
Washington. The difference between the fifty-eight new 
breeders and the thirty-four pure bred sires replacing scrubs, 
accounted for the organization bull club composed 
twenty-five “small lotters.” 


the Guernseys many honors the drive dethrone 
the scrubs Washington. The first pure bred animal 
placed was bull belonging the Guernsey breed, Duke 
Island Farm 6655, owned Peterson Ebey Island, 
and sold newly formed bull club. 

Guernseys must given the honor placing the highest 
priced animal the campaign: Valley Gem Paladin 93960, 
four and one-half months old, owned Charles Grewe 
and John Wrage, proprietors Valley Gem Farm, for the 
sum $485.00. 

Guernseys led the number bulls listed with the 
campaign committee till the last week the drive, when 
the Holsteins edged ahead and tied with thirty-four out 
total 231 pure bred bulls. 

The first eight bulls sold were Guernseys, while the average 
price paid for the thirty-four Guernsey bulls sold during the 
four weeks time, amounted $155.40 compared with 
Holsteins $105.50; Jerseys $75.00 average price 
paid for each animal sold the campaign $127.80. 

This pure bred dairy sire campaign, the first its kind 
Washington and one the first the Northwest, was 
conducted through the co-operative efforts the dairymen, 
breeders, businessmen and Extension Service the State 
College Washington. Much credit for the success the 
Guernseys must given Westover, western repre- 
sentative THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE who 
worked unceasingly with the local breeders. the local 
dairymen the fact that Guernseys made such forward 
stride was great surprise for Snohomish County has always 
been considered stronghold for the black and white breed. 

pure bred check higher” was the slogan 
chosen the dairymen for the drive. The purpose the 
campaign was help increase the milk production per cow, 
which turn increases the monthly check the elimination 
scrub, grade and pure bulls and the enthron- 
ing pure bred sires with good production behind them. 

Snohomish County was chosen demonstration county 
the Extension Service the State College Washing- 
ton their summer conference last year. Plans were 
made that through the Extension Dairy Specialist 
and the County Agent conduct such drive. 

had been found that nearly 16,000 milking cows 
the county were producing dairy products all kinds valued 
$2,946,000 per year. The county stood fourth the state 
the amount butter fat produced with 238 
pounds, and the 775 sires heading the dairy herds, some 
430 were grade, scrub pure bred.” 

The value better breeding and management had been 
shown the county the 405 cows which had finished 
year the cow testing association, with average record 


322 pounds butter fat, increase eighty-four 
pounds butter fat over the average for the county and 
126 pounds above the 196 pound average for the state 
Washington. 

the time drew near for the campaign, many former 
plans were changed and somewhat new scheme worked out. 
Turner, assistant director the Extension Service, 
was chosen assist Arnold Smith, county agent 
Snohomish County, and together with the local people, 
they put the successful element the work. 

central pure bred dairy sire committee was chosen 
representatives from each breed the county, well 
bankers, dairymen, businessmen, newspapers, the Super- 
intendent Schools, Chamber Commerce, the county 
agent and representatives from the state office the Ex- 
tension Service. 

This committee set six weeks the time for the campaign, 
with the first three weeks devoted listing bulls, taking 
surveys and working publicity and sentiment, while the 
last three were devoted the actual selling the animals. 
The central campaign committee took the responsibility 
the drive and appointed community campaign committees 
seven districts the county. were composed 
similar personnel the general committee, and secured 
survey all scrub sires their territory, helped list bulls 
for sale and worked the general feeling for the drive 
their respective communities. 

Much publicity and advertising was conducted through 
the daily and weekly papers during the entire time the 
drive. Banks, businessmen and dairy products men ran ads 
relative the pure bred sire campaign. Every meeting 
all civic clubs, Granges, farmer organizations and the like 
had from four ten minute speakers every program. 
There was not spot the county where the farmers did 
not know about the pure bred sire campaign. 

One the big jobs the central committee, was the 
listing bulls, but because the general publicity which 
had been sent all parts the state, together with the 
work the different breeders’ associations, these listings 
finally amounted the following pure bred sires for sale: 
Ninety-four Holsteins; ninety-one Guernseys; thirty Jerseys; 
six Ayrshires and one Brown Swiss, making total 231 
pure bred dairy sires for sale. animals came from 
seventeen counties the state Washington, two Ore- 
gon and one California. the listings the Guernseys 
led the number serviceable bulls, with thirty-three over 
twelve months old against thirteen Holsteins and eleven 
Jerseys that age. 

Four salesmen were chosen, because their ability 
sell and their knowledge dairy stock and were assigned 
four districts which had been divided nearly equal, 
the number prospects. The actual selling time was ex- 
tended four weeks, which made the campaign last seven 
weeks, from the firing the first gun till the last the 
seventy-six bulls were sold. 

All bulls were sold direct the farmers the salesmen 
commission ten per cent. with $15.00 minimum 
which $2.50 went the committee for expenses. Each 


salesman was supplied with detailed description the 
bulls for sale and from this list they were able choose 
the animal which suited the herd. 

safe-guard between the dairyman buying the pure 
bred bull and the seller, there was inspection committee, 
composed representative from each the three leading 


. 
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breeds, who looked over and passed upon all animals for sale 
the county, and upon request, inspected all animals 
brought into the county from outside. 

the Swan Trail community, goes the honor securing 
the first pure bred sire the campaign. The actual selling 
the bulls began February 18, but few days before, 
twenty-five met and formed the Swan 
Trail Bull Club and purchased fine Guernsey bull.

SOME Guernsey breeders lay particular stress show 

ring type and beauty form their Guernsey breed- 
ing operations. Others breed and strive principally for high 
butter fat production. Still others, including the great class 
breeders who are making continuous efforts toward breed 
improvement all its phases, have ideal Guernsey 
mind that perfect combination excellent dairy type 
and large butter fat production. This constitutes well 
balanced breeding program. The efforts the various 
classes breeders may found generally tending 
toward the desired combination. order determine 
the extent which type and production are highly com- 
bined our breed, study has been made the Advanced 
Register Division which took into consideration the winnings 
the most prominent shows and the actual production 
performance this same group winners. 

quite obvious that such study must very incom- 
plete because the fact that many high producing cows 
commendable type have never been given opportunity 
demonstrate their merits the show ring one the 
leading dairy expositions. Also large number cows that 
are faulty either type production have never been shown 
nor have been placed test. Another limiting factor 
the comparatively small number animals upon which 
available data may found. 

Notwithstanding these limitations our breeders generally 
agree the opinion that good dairy type and large produc- 
tion the Guernsey breed are correlated remarkable 
degree. instance this condition that still remains

order that there might question about the cows 
selected for this study being desirable type, the investi- 
gation includes only those cows that have Advanced Register 
records and that have won first second place one 
more the four great annual shows, namely, The National 
Dairy Exposition, The Pacific International Live Stock 


Exposition, The Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and The 
Eastern States Exposition. 

was found that there were 274 cows meeting the re- 
quirements this classification. their records are 
computed maturity the average butter fat record was 
619.59 pounds which exceeds the average class record the 
breed approximately 100 pounds. From the available 
data the accompanying table has been prepared showing 
among many other interesting points that the average show 
ring winner the past several years has also been ca- 
pable producing considerably more than the breed aver- 
age for each age class. For instance, sixty-two first sec- 
ond prize winners one more the chosen expositions 
have produced class average 711.82 pounds 
butter fat. results this study may taken 
general indication that the breed has attained that desired 
combination type and production, least among the 
274 cows that have made Advanced Register records and 
that have also stood first second the show ring.

From the National Dairy Council comes this news: 

When Dr. Bundeson, the Health Department 
Chicago, advanced the idea that there was enough power 
locked milk run locomotives and pull trains, 
many were skeptical and said couldn’t done.

There now average over 100 
cres alfalfa each farm and wae
